When Charles came out from the 
residence he missed his younger 
brother immediately and a search 
got under way at once as it was 
believed at the time that the child 
had wandered away. It was only 
after several minutes that the horse 
was driven away dragging the man- 
ure laden stone boat and disclosing 
the body of the small boy. 

Dr. F. A. Keillor was called but 
after a preliminary examination of 
the body declared life to be ex- 
tinct. The boy's body was not 
crushed or broken, only a few light 
bruises being visible.

In a later tear-gas 
raid on the gang hide-out, they captured three girls, who 
said they had been at the place since last Wednesday.

BY GOLD TAN 

The question of the ownership of gold and 
silver under Crown Lands in cach of the 
Provinces was finally decided in favor of the 
Provinces; the Dominion has no right to in- 
terfere with gold or silver mining under 
Provincial lands 

It follows, in equity and good conscience 
that one of the undoubted Provincial rights 
is the right of each Province to raise revenue 


out of its gold and. silver mines by such 
faxes as the Provincial legislature sees fit to 
Impose 

Little things like that do not stand in the 
way of Ottawa when it comes to getting the 
money. It is intended to enact at Ottawa 
that a tax of ten per cent will be imposed 
on gold shipped from mine to mint—but so 
that the deduction of the tax shall not dimin- 
ish the price received by the shipper of the 
gold to less than thirty dollars per ounce

The usual cause of neuritis is a toxic or 
poisonous irritant which has been circulating 
in the blood and has accumulated around the

such as may result after pro- 
longed inflammation. 

The best method I have 
found for eliminating any 
toxins which may have form- 
ed is some type of th® fasting 
regimen. I would advise that 
the patient take a five-day 
fast on any one of the follow- 
ing fruit juices: orange juice, 
tomato juice, grapefruit juice, 
or unsweetened pineapple juice (canned), These 
fruit juices not only provide the body with 
vitamins but they also furnish the alkaline food 
minerals which are so necessary in overcoming 
the acid condition so often found when neuritis 
is present. 

The famous author on food subjects, Mc- 
Cann, has written: “In certain forms of neuritis 
in which the tissues are irritated by acid secre- 
tions, the alkaline mineral elements of fresh 
fruits invariably prove of great benefit.” 

Following the fast, one must be sure to in- 
clude plenty of cooked and raw vegetables in 
the diet, as these will assist in overcoming any 
constipation and thus lessen the tendency to 
irritation from retained wastes. Also one or 
two enemas a day for a short time after the 
fast in order to keep the colon as clean as 
possible. 

In some cases neuritis is due to what can be 
termed mechanical causes.

Circulation Is Real 
Value Factor of Money 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C 


On the same day striking confirmation of the necessity for 
increasing the volume of currency in circulation comes from 
England and from the United States, 


A group of thoroughly representative men in England, who 
from experience and achievement are fully qualified to speak, 
have made public a carefully considered explanation of the 
reasons why gold has long since passed out as a monetary factor; 
and also of the reasons why the urgent duty of the Government 
is to remodel, reconstruct and amplity the currency of the coun- 
try so as to make the volume of money maintained in circulation 
fully equal to the necessities of commerce and of construction 
In England today there is more money in permanent circulation 
than ever before (with a brief war period emergency excepted) 
and yet the amount is considered wholly unequal to the national 
needs by men who by knowledge are qualified to speak. 


In Canada the circulation of currency has been restricted and 
contracted far below the safety point; and all we get by way of 
relief is meaningless talk about sound banking and sound money. 


Mr. Henry Ford of Detroit, writing on the main subject of the 
decentralization of manufacturing, so as to avoid the danger in- 
herent in herding people into large cities, deals with the factor 
of money, and explains that immediately money is withdrawn 
from circulation it is dead so far as any commercial usefulness 
is concerned. The carrying on of business and the furnishing 
i employment are limited by the amount of money in circu- 
ation. 


Mr. Ford’s conclusions are definitely proven to be right by the 
known facts of the Canadian situation. Every contraction of the 
currency in Canada has been immediately accompanied by a cut- 
ting down of work, a decrease in wages, and a collapse of com- 
modity prices proportionate to the reduction in currency. The 
process of restriction of currency, with consequent unemploy- 
ment and collapse of commodity prices has been carried far be- 
yond the limits of national safety. 


There can be no real relief from wage fixing or price fixing or 
regulation of business methods without more; because you may 
lead a horse to the spring but when there is no water there he 
cannot drink. An intending purchaser without money cannot 
buy. The price which can be paid is fixed by the amount of 
money the buyer has, or there is no sale. 


For these reasons the first urgent duty of parliament is to 
increase the volume of currency in circulation; and closing of 
the session without having done this will add the year 1934 as 
another year of unemployment and of insufficient business. 


All relevant facts are definitely ascertained; there is no risk 
of loss except by refusal to act; and the workers of the nation are 
entitled to work and wages; and the business men of the country 
are entitled to the use of currency in the carrying on of business. 
It seems absurd to have to repeat such elementary fully proven 
propositions; but several years of official inaction already stand 
to the debit of our political leaders.

Intensive prospecting operations 
| to discover gold will be made in 
| the Great Bear Lake area this sume 
mer, and the majority of prospece 
tors in the field will be engaged in 
| this work, stated Col. J. K, Corn- 
wall, D.S.O., well known pioneer 
northerner who arrived from the 
coast on Sunday en route to Water- 
ways where he is making prepara- 
tions for the busiest season the 
north has yet seen 

“Gold has already been found in 
several places in the Great Bear 
Lake area, but the mining men are 
convinced that there is still a real 
discovery to be made there, which, 
| when found, will prove to be as big 
as the silver and copper discoveries 
| which are second to none in the 
world,” said Col. Cornwall. “An 
| intense effort is to be made to find 
the gold field this summer, and 
more men will be engaged in pros- 
pecting in the north this year than 
ever before.” 

Col. Cornwall pointed out that 
the gold discovery is liable to be 
reported any day after the prospect- 
ing starts this season. 

“Up to that area tne good ores 
are right at the surface, the glacial 
action having stripped everything 
joff right down to bedrock, It is 
not like the British Columbia mines 
|where shafts of some depth have 
to be sunk before the paying ore 
is reached,” he said. “A couple of 
| sticks of dynamite in the Great 
Bear Lake district is liable to une 
| cover the biggest gold mine in the 
world.” 


OUTSIDERS INTERESTED 


Many outside interests are going

Cornwall, and they will extend the 
known mineral fields still further 
north, The Bathurst Inlet country 
and the east end of Coronation

DIVOT DUST 


-BY COLONEL BOGEY 


A FOOT-RULE IN EVERY GOLF) 
BAG? 

It is perhaps well that the golfer | 
realizes that “the rules of golf were | 
made for gentlemen” as the crusty | 
old colonel declared. Otherwise | 
some strange pieces of equipment 
might find their way into players’ 
kits. Some golfers might take axes 
with which to cut down interfer- 
ing trees and bushes; others would 
favor scythes for use in the tall un- | 
cut. But there are golfers who 
wonder if their kit should not in- 
clude a tape measure or yardstick. 
The reason is that it is difficult to 
determine when under the rules a 
ball is “on the putting green.” 

Presumably there is another thing 
which the rules of Golf leave to the 
sense of fair play and good judg- 
ment of the player, for certainly 
there is little chance of the aver- 
age player deciding always beyond 
doubt that his ball is inside or out- 
side of that magic circle. And be- 
ing inside or outside of that radius 
does make a difference 

In competitive play if a referee 
has been agreed upon or has been 
appointed by the committee in 
charge, his decision in any dispute 
is final. Therefore it would be for 
that official to say whether or not 
a ball lies within or without the 
twenty-yard limit. But how is the 
referee to measure it? If he 
“paces” the distance, there will be 
as much difference between the 
length of referees’ paces as there 
is between individual referees, yet 
it may make a great difference to 
a player if his ball, which lies 59 
feet and six inches from the cup, 
is ruled within the twenty yard 
limit on one accasion, while next 
time, if the ball lies sixty feet and 
six inches distant it is still ruled 
within twenty yards, 

This matter of difference from 
the cup is important in competitive 
play. If certain things occur when 
a ball is played from within twen-| 
ty yards of the hole, penalties of 
loss of the hole in match play or 
two strokes ins medal play are in- 
curred, 

A “club length” is generally con- 
sidered to be three feet, but is every

Few players are going to carry 
tape measures with them as part of | 
their golfing kit despite the fact 
that there are times when a guess 
which is several inches long or short 
on distance may be unfair, Then it 
is a simple matter, since the flag- 
stick provides a fair measure. Ten 
times the length of the flagstick 
is the distance trom the cup to the 
edge of “the putting green” as de- 
termined by the Rules of Golf. 

So far as stymie measurement is | 
concerned, the player is usually 
protected by the fact that stymie 
measure is marked on the score 
card of the course which he is play- 
ing. If the balls, on the putting 
green, lie within six inches of each 
other at their nearest points, the 
ball nearer the hole may be lifted 
while the other ball is played. If 
these two balls are even a fraction 
of an inch over six inches apart 
they must be played as they lie in 
match play. The stymie measure is | 
also useful for determining when a 
loose impediment is within six 
inches of a player's ball. If it is, and 
the ball moves after the impe. ment 
has been touched or moved by the | 
player or his side, a penalty of one 
stroke is incurred, 

If your club has not cut its flag- 
sticks to an even six feet in length 
and you do not wish to carry a 
yardstick or tape measure, but do 
wish to be ertain of the twenty- 
yard distance, perhcps you have one 
club which is just three feet long or 
you can mark a shaft exactly three 
feet from the club-head, Then you | 
can decide the problem
